Tho Italian Navy. 

Our correspondent writes|from Naples : 
" The Minister of Marine has made re- 
poatod visits "f Into to Castellatnare with 
view to urge on tho completion of the 
vessels in the dockyards in that place. 
Tho formation of a powerful navy is, 
it is evident, the great object of Italy. 
The PuiHjalo announces that in a short 
time orders will be given for the con- 
struction of new cruisers (incruchttuii), 
but thinks it necessary in the first place 
to consider the dnsirablliOSS of building 
turret ships for the betler defence of the 
•vast; ' The one thing has nothing to 
do with the other,' says the Varolii, 
which I quote .is an authority on these 
subjects. 'Vessels of the first class form 
the true fleet for battle.' Cruisers have 
other duties; they assist, if armed 'with 
powerful rams, tho squadron during an 
engagement, serving the same purpose as 
light cavaly on land. Italy has great 
need of Urge vessels of the first class, as 
she has of those of the uocond class. We 
have urgent need of ships. We toiild 
scarcely approve the .Minister of Marine 
delaying the construction of ships of the 
first class, in order to devote the funds at 
his disposal to the construction of cruis- 
ers and torpedo boats, as it has been de- 
cided to do in the United States. But 
tho .Minister of Marine appears to us to 
be on tho right, road. Ho is hastening 
in every possible way the construction of 
large vessels - the completion of the Italia 
is urged on with alacrity the cannon 
and the cuirass fur the Lepanto will be 
ordered immediately; not a day is lost. 
At Spe/.ia, Castellamare, and Venice 
three other vessels of the dimensions of 
the Duilio are in course of construction. 
By the side of these no others can bo 
placed in the dockyards, nor can they be 
ordered from abroad. To hasten, there- 
lure the completion of the fleet, it is de- 
cided to order from other countries and 
place in our dockyards, where possible, 
powerful cruisers. The first trial of the 
machinery of the Flavio Gioja has not 
giveji favorable results, contrary to ex- 
pectations.

All oilers of submission 
must be made to the khedive, nominally, 
but ef act mil surrender to General Wolse- 
ley. ft appears that Kafr el Dwar has 
not yet been occupied. Negotiations for 
its occupation are expected to be conclud- 
ed this afternoon. The announcement 
that the British had entered the earth- 
works yesterday was a misrepresentation. 

Only Generals Wood and Harmon rode 
in with a small party, in consequence of 
the display of a Hag of truce. Iloubi 
I'ashti was c mimandanl of the troops at 
Meks, and is said to he deeply implicated 
in the rebellion. 

The Egyptians coining in will be 
stripped of their military dress, and dis- j 
banded m the presence of all the troops 
of General Wolseley, in many instances 
the wounded Arabs tired on the Knglish 
after they bad passed them. Lord St. 
Vincent cut down a nativo standard bear- 
er and captured his colors. There were 
lamentable casualtio.i mi the enemy's side. 
Old men and children were killed; and 
this was unavoidable, owing to the fact 
that the Kgyptians kept up a straggling 
lire from their mud holes. This brought 
the Knglish fire upon non-combatants. 
Without our siege tram the position of 
Arabi Kasha at Kafr el Dwar was unas- 
sailable. It carried provisions for 20,000 
men for a month, captured tit Tel el Ko- 
bir.

Death of Profossor Jovons. 

(London Times, Aug. in 
It is with great regret that we have to 
record the death of Professor Jovolis. He 
was drowned in tho sea between St. 
Leonard's and Bcxhill, on Sunday morn- 
ing, while bathing. He and his wile and 
family had been staving at Cliff Bouse, 
Galley Hill, for the 'last five weeks, and 
their sojourn there was to have termi- 
nated to-day. 'l'he inquest was bold al 
Bcxhill mi .Monday afternoon, before Mr. 
Charles Sheppard, the coroner for the 
Rape of Hastings. It appeared that the 
deceased and Mrs. Jovolis, with their 
children, were walking mi the bench on 
Sunday morning. The professor had a 
day or two before said he should like to 
blithe, but Mrs. Jovons bogged him not 
tu do so, as he had not been m good 
bodily health. He left them on the beach 
and .Mrs. Jovons thought ho was going up 
to the house. She asked him to send I he 
servant down, and the servant came 
short ly afterwards. About an hour mid 
a half afterwards Mrs. Jovons heard that 
a gentleman named Jovons was drowned. 
In her opinion he was not a man likely to 
commit suicide. He was, in fact, as happy 
as any olio could be William Sparks, a 
school teacher, gave evidence to the effect 
thai shortly after 11 o'clock four boys 
came to him on the cliff and said they 
thought a man was drowning. Running 
down to the beach, witness saw a body 
floating about forty yards mil. It was 
going about like a cork, backwards arid 
forwards. 'I ho tide was on the ebb, and 
the body was gradually floating seaward. 
He went into toe sea to try and get the 
body out, but was unsuccessful. Witness 
thought that that spot was it dangerous 
i ne for bathers, especially at high water. 
Il was indeed about tho worst spot that 
one could select for bathing. Another 
witness said there was a nasty swell in 
shore, but no breakers outside. Tt was a 
dangerous sea except to good swimmers, 
'l'he body was recovered and was taken to 
the coast guard station close by . Win. 
Uaigh, at whose house the deceased was 
staying, said tho professor was a good 
swimmer, 'l'he jury returned a vetdiel 
of accidental death by drowning.

Canadian Pacif Railway. 

(S. l'. Chronicle. i 

Of all railways on the American con- I 
tinent in course of construction this 
year, that, of tho Canadian Pacific is 
most rapid. A recent Winnipeg tele- j 
gram from tho president of the com-! 
puny states that it was then completed 
for a distance, of 295 miles west of j 
Winnipeg. This place is at the south- 
em extremity of Lake Winnipeg, lat- 
ittlde 50h degrees north, longitude 9G 
west of Greenwich. The course of 
the road from that point of departure 
is just about due west, and tho length j 
of the finished rond takes it to within I 
ItiO miles of tho crossing of the south 1 
fork of the groat Saskatchewan river. ! 
The present rate of construction is I 
four miles a day. At the same rate ! 
tho track can be laid this season for a 
distance of .>00 miles, which will take 
it fifty miles west of this fork of tho | 
groat river. The topography of the 
country is favorable to that expecta- I 
timi. On both sides of the south fork I 
of tho .Saskatchewan, from Winnipeg | 
to the foothills of tho Rooky moun- 
tains, there are level plains. The 
route through tho mountains will bo by- 
way of Kicking Horse pass, in latitude 
about 52 degrees, or one hundred miles 
farther north than Winnipeg. From 
thence to tho terminus on Puget 
sound will be a slight inclination south- 
ward. If the company next year is as 
active in construction as it has boon 
this year, prosecuting work at both 
ends, as it gives out that, il will, tho 
Canadian Pacific should be constructed 
from end to end as soon as the North- 
ern Pacific. 

There is no doubt that it will be a 
paying enterprise. Tho valleys of tho 
Red, tho Assiniboino and tho Saskat- 
chewan are as rich in agricultural re- 
sources as any part of the Western 
States, and the British Columbian end 
of the line abounds in resources of 
timber, iron, coal mid gold. These 
two northern railways will raise up on 
Puget sound two great cities that 
must come into sharp competition with 
San Francisco for the trade of the Or- 
ient and the North Pacific coast. 
They will probably co-operate with 
public opinion in this Statu in the re- 
duction of tho enormous rates on trans- 
portation now charged by the Central 
and Union Pacific.
